Frain of new invented Artillery. This undevils.tim 
fo much that he falls a punning, This Paffage, 
fays our Englifh Critic, I look upon to be the moft 
excepiionable in the whole Poem, as being nothing 
elfe but a firing of Puns, and thofe too very indiffe- 
rent ones. But, with Mr. ddifon’s good Leave, 
I faney, if we confider this Incident in another Light, 
we fhall perceive it to be a true Picture of the 
Heart. We find Adtfton’s Devils all fufceptible of 
the fame Pafhons, Affce€tions, and Senfations as 
Mortels, Seen beholds himfelf at the fummit of 
Power, and he is unable to contain his Vanity ; 
the Intoxication is too itrong for his Brain, and as 
he could not be greater than he was, he becomes 
iefs. From this Confideration we are eafily led to 
a fine Moral, viz. That great Power is great ‘Temp- 
ation, and great Temptation is apt to- alter Man- 
ners. Hf the Latin Adagy, Nemo omnibus horis fa- 
pit, is truc, then fure no Hour is fo dangerous to 
Virtue, as when Liberty lies a fair, inviting, 
and an eafy Prey to Ambition. 

Our Anceftors were perfetly fenfible of the 
Dangers of leading their Kings into “Temptations 
of this kind. For, when we confider the King 
of England in a political Senfe, as guarded by a va- 
riety of conftitutional Forms, which ferve as fo 
many Checks upon his Condu&t, we look upon his 
Power as an awful Mvftery wrapt up in Hierogly- 
phics ; but when we behold him at the Head of an 
Army, that fame Power is-written in plain legible 
Characters ; in Characters impoffible to be mifun- 
derftood, either by himfelf or his Subjects. I hope 
it never will wear out of the Remembrance of 
Englifhmen, that there was a Time when the People’s 
‘Tenures were fuch, that they thought they bad a 
Right to be confulted, with Regard to the fitnefs 
of the Quarrel in which they were to, fpend their 
Blood and Vreafure; when they were as back- 
ward in taking the Field without Juftice to their 
Caufe, as tney were in leaving .it without Satis- 
faction to their Honour: And hence the brave old 
Evglifo Baron chole fer a Motto to his Sword, Ne 
ME TIREZ SANS RAISON; NE ME REMETTVEZ 
SANS Honeur. 

ft is our Glory and Happinefs that we are now 
governed by a Prince fuperior to all “Pemptation 
of abufing his Power; fog, were he liable to any, 
deplorable would our Fate be: Within Doors at 


a truer Touch- 





the Head of a Parliament whofe Contideuce in his | 
Virtues can he exceeded only by his own Merits; . 


and, without Doors, Mafter of a Force by Sea and 
Land, greater thon any Monarch in Britain ever 
commanded. Were his Majefly’s Virtues, and thofe 
of the prefent Royal Family, as hereditary as are 
his Crowns, every Eixlifiman would with this 
Power to be immortal in his Family, becaufe we 
fhould be fure it never could be abufed. But Jemi- 
nallirtue is not always above Degeneracy ; and 
therefore his Majefty is, no doubt, pleated ‘with 


the Jealoufy which fome part of his People fhew, 
left this great Trruft fhould be drawn into Prece- 
dent, and that the fame Confidence fhould be de- 
manded where the fame Merits cannot be pleaded. 


Continency in Scipio, Purity of Manners in Catz, 
and Temperance in Fabric‘us, are all of them but 
paultry Virtues, compared to that of refiffing the 
Calls of Ambition, fupported by irrefiftable Power. 
—In this Light his prefent M——-—-y is amia- 
ble to this, and will be fo to future Ages. 

The Danger of a Standing Army to this Con- 
{titution has been often confider’d, but not of fuch 
an Army as we now have. I have heard it ob- 
ferved of Animals as well as of Vegetables, that 
when tranfplanted to a foreign Soil their Nature 
chanoes. A Gentleman told me the late Bifhop 
of Leige was very curious to have a couple of Eng- 
lifh Mattiffs, of the true Breed ; but when he 
had got them, they were not above a Twelve 
month in German Feeding, when they degenerated 
into downright Turnfpts. Iam far from fuipecting, 
that the Courage of Englifbmen can be broken by a 
change of Climate, but I will venture to fay, that 
their Spirit may. Courage is Perfonal, and 
is to be found amongft all People ; Spirit is Natio- 
nal, and can be preferved only amongft the Free. 
Sylla and Cefar never could have fubdued their 
Country, had their Soldiers retained the Spirit as 
they did the Conrage of Romans, But their long 
Continuance ‘in foreign Countries, and their long 
Servitude under-Martial Law, led them to believe 
they were fighting not for their Country but their 
Generals,———=_When they returned, they returned 
without Reman Sentiments, and the Liberties of 
Rome {cll a Prey to that Di/cipline and Courage, 
which, had they been directed by a Roman Spirit, 
might have made them immortal. 


But there are other Caufes, which, upon all fuch 
Occafions, contribute to this Degeneracy of Na- 
tional Spirit. ‘The two great Generals I have 
named, and many more of equal Ambition and the 
fame Views, found it dangerous to truft to a tho- 
rough depravation of Virtue in the Army they car- 
ried trom their own Country. For this Reafon, we 
find them, upon all Occafions, affociating them with 
Mercenaries and Allies, who, born under defpotic 
Governments, never knew what Freedom meant, 
and not only were directed by, but even believed in 
their Generals. The Number of thefe Mercena- 
ries were always, at leaft, equal to that of the Prin- 
cipals'; fo that whether they were paid by Rome or by 
their own Princes, as they were all of them com- 
manded by the fame General, they were always fure 
to be upon one Side as often as any: Difpute happened. 
We have many Inftances of the Roman Impatience 
at the [nfolence of thofe Barbarians; bat the 
Strength of the Mercenaries, the Authority of the 
Gencrals, the Dread of Martial Law, the Difficul- 
tics they were under, whom to truft of their own 
Countrymen, and the mutual Jealoufies of one a- 
nother, loft them the proper Opportunities of Re- 
fentment.————This took off the Fire of their Spi- 
err grew vapid————it came to nothing. Com- 

unication of Manners with Forcigners, and Ab- 
fence from Home, made them forget their native 
Country ; and in all Revolutions of Government, 
effected by an Army returned from Foreigners, we 
find the Native and the Foreigner equally cruel to 
the falling State.

Laft Saturday 500 Puncheons of Bifcuit, and 
200 Jars of Oil, with Vinegar, &c. were fhipp’d 
at the ‘ower for the Ue of the Fleet under the 
Command of Sir John Norris. 

The fame Day 16 Tons of Gunpowder, befides 
Balls, Shells, Cartouches, and other Military Stores, 
weie fhipp’d at Woolwich for the Service of the 
Fleet uncer the Conimand of Adiniral Matthews. 

On Saturday Morning early died, at his Houfe 
in Lancafter Court in the Strand, Chriftopher O- 
brian, Efq; who was lately appointed Commander 
of his Majefty’s Ship the Royal Sovereign, a firft 
Rate of 100 Guns: He was eflecm’d a very gal- 
lant Officer, and was one of the oldef{t Comman- 
ders in the Navy. 

Thurfday 7-Night in the Evening, John Wett- 
ley, Efq; Son of the Right Hon, the Lord Mayor, 
was thrown off his Horfe near Epping, and broke 
his Collar-bone and one of his Ribs: As foon as

his Lordfhip heard the unwelcomie News, he di 
patch’d his Coach and Six with Mr. ‘Townfend, 
the Surgeon, to his Affiftance, who has brought 
him up to Town, and there are great Hopes of 
his doing well. The Coachman drove fo fatt in 
going down, that one of the Horfes dropt down 
dead. 

The Reverend Mr. Thomas Birch, M. A. and 
F, R.S. is prefented to the Reétory of St. Mi- 
chael’s Wood ftreet, vacant by the Death of the 
Rey. Mr. Abbot. 

Laft Saturday Morning a Woman well drefy’d, 
who had a contiderable Sum of Money in her Poc- 
ket, was found deliver’d of a Child in one of the 
Gravel-Pits in Hyde-Park: She was immediately 
carry’d to St. George’s Workhoufe, Grofvcnor- 
Square ; but refufed to tell her Name, or to what 
Place the belong’d, faying fhe wanted no Parifh 
Affiftance. 

On Wednefday 7-Night laft as one Harold, a 
Taylor, was playing at Cards with a Weaver, in 
a Publick Houfe near Bartholomew's Hoipital, 
fome Diipute arofe about their Game, and the 
latter call’d the former a Molly, on which he gave 
the Weaver a flap onthe Face, which provuok’d 
him fo that he took up a large Candleftick and 
{truck him fo violently with the Edge of it on the 
Nofe, that he cut it off ; he was immediately car- 
ried to the Holpital, where all imaginable Care was 
taken on him, but he died on Sunday Morning ; 
and the other is gone off. 

Sunday Morning the India Company received 
the agreeable News of the Severn, Capt. Collier, 
from Benjar and Bencoolen, and the Swift Sloop, 
Capt. Stewart, from St. Helena, being fafe arriv’d 
laft Saturday Afternoon in the Downs. Thete 
Ships had a very good Paflage, having been out 
but nine Wecks from St. Helena. 

The Neptune, Capt. Dabbadie, and the Gran- 
tham, Capt. Hale, failed from Madagafcar in Com- 
pany with the Swift Sloop, and after a few Days 
Sail they met witha hard Gale of Wind, in which 
they were feparated ; but the faid Ships were daily 
expected at St. Helena when the Swift Sloop left 
that Place. 

By Letters from Portfmouth of the 8th Inftant, 
we have Advice, that his Majefty’s Sloop the Fly, 
of a hundred Men, eight Carriage, and twelve 
Swivel Guns, Capt. Thempfon, Commander, car- 
ricd in there the Day before a large new Privateer, 
ot twelve Carriage, and twenty Swivel Guns, 
having been out of Port but four Days. They 
tought eight Hours, in which time the Privateer 
attemptcd twice to board the Fly, and twice to run 
away, but was prevented in ‘both, which the Men 
aferibe to the Condu& of their brave Captain in 
giving his Commands. What is furprifing, not 
one Englifhman was hurt in the Action; how- 
many Spaniards were kill’d is not known, howe- 
ver, there are a hundred and thirty-three left 
alive. 

The fame Day a French Dogger going in at the 
Needles, fail’d through the middle of the Fleet at 
Spithead, and pafs’d on to St. Helen’s without Mo- 
leftation, ————"T'is fuppos’d fhe came for Intel- 
ligence. 

On Saturday laft Mafter William Chetwynd was 
removed by, Habeas Corpus from Newgate to the 
Court of King’s Bench at Weftminfter, where he 
pleaded his Majefty’s moft gracious Pardon ; on Ac- 
count of a Special Verdiét having been found againft 
him, at the Seffions in the Old Bailey in October, 
for unfortunately killing Mafter Rickets, his School- 
fellow, in a Difpute about a Piece of Cake. After 
he had pleaded his Majefty’s moft gracious Pardon, 
his Difcharge was oppofed by fix Counfel, viz. Sir 
John Strange, Mr. Serjeant Wynne, Mr. Lacy, 
Mr. Morton, Mr. Areskine, and Mr. Purcas, who 
infifted, that he ought to give Bail for a Year and a 
Day, (from the Commiffion of the Faé) to anfwer, 
if any Appeal fhould be brought againft him ; this 
was oppofed by Mr. Lloyd, Mr. Legg, and Mr. 
Hume Campbell, (who were of Counfel for the 
young Gentleman) and after feveral long Argu- 
ments, the whole Court were unanimoufly of O- 
pinion he ought not to give Bail, wereupon he was 
difchareed,
